edge, laughing and talking and 
being shushed and getting up 
and down too many times, leav- 
ing early and getting a little 
lost (!) on our way back. Many 
times we were left in the car, 
windows rolled down, while he 
ran an errand, not having to 
feel concerned for our safety. 
There were neighborhood peo- 
ple everywhere, older women 
leaning into the open apart- 
ment windows watching all of 
the goings-on below, lots of kids 
playing outside. The West End 
was safe, as most of the City 
neighborhoods were in those 
days. 

Yes, neighborhoods change 
over time. Some get a bit run 
down, others are gentrified, the 
ethnic and racial balance can 
shift. But what happened to the 
old West End was a crime. 
Words like urban renewal, revi- 
talization, modernization and 
economic rebirth were used to 
justify the near total demolition 
of an intact, self-contained, 
lower-working-class beloved 
neighborhood. The area was 
labeled a slum, the row houses 
were called tenements, the pri- 
vate property, the homes were 
condemned and taken by emi- 
nent domain. 

It's one thing to leave your old 
neighborhood, to move on, so to 
speak. But to be forced out, to 
have a time and place and 
space, more than a half centu- 
ry, plucked out of existence, 
erased like chalk on a black- 
board, forever lost, left all of 
those neighbors living in a kind 
of irreconcilable time warp of 
haunting memories and hurt. 


The callousness with which the 
wreckage was carried out said 
volumes about the attitude of 
the government, both federal 
and local, toward a powerless 
community of hard working 
immigrants and first genera- 
tion Americans. The taxes col- 
lected on the “tenements” 
couldn't compare to what 
would be reeled in on new luxu- 
ry high-rise complexes. 

The Scollay Square area was 
also part of the clean sweep. 
The burlesque district was easy 
to paint as shabby and cheap. 
In its place Government Center 
was built - acres of barren, 
open, windswept brick-covered 
ground with a tasteless big ugly 
lump called City Hall. 

Last month the West End 
Museum celebrated its Grand 
Re-Opening. The small, two- 
day-a-week exhibit has doubled 
its size and hours and expanded 
its collection of photos, murals, 
artifacts and relics. A true 
labor of love and shared pain, 
the West End Museum is the 
result of never letting go, never 
forgetting what happened, hold- 
ing on to each other over the 
decades, keeping in touch and 


finally memorializing their 
near-to-one's-heart fateful 
neighborhood. 


A gathering room lets those 
who want to talk and tell stories 
and reminisce sit together - and 
there are videos and home 
movies to watch. A large soft 
gray bulletin-board-like wall is 
covered with snap shots and the 
very personal words under- 
neath the smiling faces - touch- 
ing, simple stories and

New exhibit depicts “starter homes” of early New England 


A new “Small House” opens at Old Sturbridge Village 


STURBRIDGE After 15 
years of research and three 
years of historically accurate 


construction, the curators of 
Old Sturbridge Village will offi- 
cially open the museum's latest 
exhibit and newest old home, 
the “Small House” with a pub- 
lic celebration and ribbon cut- 
ting at 1:30 p.m. Thursday, Nov. 
15, 2007 


The Smal! House was built by 
hand using period tools and 
techniques and it authentically 
depicts a typical modest 
“starter home” of the 1790s - 
1830s - one that might have 
been home to a young couple 
just starting out, to laborers, 
renters, or to African Ame n 
and Native American families 
living at the time in the 
Sturbridge area. Funding for 
the Small House exhibit was 
provided by — Southbridge 
Savings Bank 

An unpainted two-room 20 x 21 
foot home, the Small House has 
just 400 square feet of living 
space on the main floor and an 
unfinished attic. Although it is 
in stark contrast to the 
“McMansions” so common 


today, it is quite representative 
of many of the homes in early 
New England. 

“Some houses were even 
smaller,” notes Ed Hood, OSV 
Director of Museum Program. 

“According to our research, in 
1798 about one quarter of all 
homes in Worcester County 
were less than 600 square feet 
in size. We built the Small 
House to show that these homes 
weren't necessarily shanties, or 
shacks - they were durable 
homes for working people of 
modest means.” 

Research on the small house 
began in 1993 with curators and 
archeologists researching a 
group of homes not yet repre- 
sented in Old Sturbridge 
Village's collection of about 40 
historical structures. Since no 
small house could be found in 
moveable condition, OSV histo- 
rians opted to build a small 
house using the tools and tech- 
niques of the early 1800s. 

The Old Sturbridge Village 
staff decided to make the build- 
ing of the Small House a work- 
in-progress exhibit - telling vis- 
itors the story of its construc- 


tion as they worked and the 
house took shape. Work began 
in 2003 with the hewing of tim- 
bers. Ground was broken in 
2005, and the raising of the 
frame and interior work lasted 
all through 2007. 

Throughout construction, OSV 
staff members were careful to 
adhere to historically accurate 
building methods whenever 
possible. When OSV Curator 
Tom Kelleher was asked what 
the hardest part was, he 
replied, “Hewing timbers - it 
was young man’s work and 
none of us were young! But the 
hardest part is actually finish: 
ing work on this house after all 
these y it’s been a grati- 
fying project.”

Risks of packing and shipping hazardous goods

The new Ship Responsibly pro- 
Sram, now being rolled out 
across the country, is a major 
jsstep in providing a solution to 

the dangerous goods shipping 

»-issue, said Hanson Bechat “and 
we are pleased to be among the 
“first to implement it.” 

; “With the current system of 

package drop offs that prohibits 
pack and ship retail store own- 
ers from opening and inspect- 


ing shipments charged to third 
party accounts, and the prolif- 
eration among the carriers of 
‘personal’ shipping accounts, 
it’s imperative that we educate 
our customers about the poten- 
tial problems caused by the 
shipment of hazardous items,” 
said MrBechat, who pointed 
out that dangerous items are 
not always easy to recognize. 

“For example, certain types of 
cosmetics are considered haz- 
ardous when shipped by air 
because of their low flashpoints. 
Also, auto body paint, even in 
small quantities, which while 
seeming to be innocuous, is also 
classified as an HIPDR item 
when being shipped,” he said. 

A recent survey revealed “of 
29 million prepacked parcels 
presented for shipping at AMPC 
store member locations in a 
recent 12-month period, one in 
every 200 potentially contained 
HAZMAT or prohibited/restrict- 
ed/illegal contents.” 

“The survey found that among 
stores that opened and inspect- 
ed parcels, 68% discovered 
HAZMAT or prohibited/illegal 
items being shipped up to 50% 
of the time,” said Hanson , 
adding that “overall, 76% of our 
members’ stores who open and 
inspect packages reported dis- 
covering hazardous materials 
or prohibited/illegal items.” 

“In the absence of clear guide- 
lines from the carriers on ship- 
ping HIPDR goods, we can now 
rely on this new program of dis- 
closure and accountability 
developed by AMPC that has 
two major goals: enabling me 
as an owner of a packing and 
shipping business to demon- 
strate consistent due diligence

The May 1996 Valujet 
crash in the Florida Everglades 
was attributed to a fire caused 
by improperly packaged oxygen 
canisters in the forward cargo 
hold.” 

More recently, a tractor bat- 
tery that was not identified by 
the company sending it leaked 
acid in a carrier’s logistic sys- 
tem, including aircraft on 
which it was transported. In 
another instanc 
driver and other 
narrowly escaped serious injury 
when a computer backup power 
supply exploded as the package 
in which it was shipped was 
unloaded from a delivery truck. 

“The question of liability in 
shipping HIPDR goods is vague 
at best, and the new Ship 
Responsibly program is a major 
and much-needed step in pro- 
tecting both the public and 
small businesses such as mine,” 
he said.

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Native American artifacts abound 
‘Harnden Tavern features Wilmington’s Native American artifacts

WILMINGTON Native 

> American artifacts are not 
uncommon in Wilmington. They 
have been found in many areas of 
town, and it is indeed likely that 
y remain in the soil. Buck's 

a site where a great 
many items were found. Artifacts 
have been found along the Maple 
Meadow and Lubbers brooks, in 
the Wildwood Cemetery and 


other places. Many have been 
found by farmers or gardeners, 
working the soil. Others have 
been found by people searching 
disturbed soil 

During the construction of the 


Wildwood School on Buck's Hill, 
Capt. Larz Neilson visited the site 
many times after a rainstorm. He 
would examine the rocks exposed 
on the piles of topsoil, and among 
those rocks were artifacts. Some 
were arrowheads or spearheads. 
Others were “chips,” pieces of 
stone that had been worked and 
discarded. 

Capt. Neilson built up a good 
collection of artifacts, which is 
now on display at the Town 
Museum at the Harnden Tavern. 
But there have been several other 
people who have found artifacts 
in Wilmington as well. One per-

who was cemetery superinten- 
dent many years ago. He was also 
a farmer, and was custodian at 
the old high school. He had found 
many pieces in the course of his 
lifetime. One unusual piece was 
an arrowhead of obsidian, a 
glass-like volcanic rock found in 
the western states. Its presence 
here is evidence that such pieces 
were traded among the Native 
Americans. 

Most arrowheads, spearheads 
and chips are made of flint. The 
nearest good source of flint is in 
the vicinity of Cape Ann. An 
Indian could make an arrowhead 
quickly from flint, possibly in as 
little as five minutes. He would 
use a large, harder stone to 
smash a large piece of flint, and 
then work the resulting shards 
into arrowheads, chipping with a 
hard stone. Often, though, the 
flint would break the wrong way 
and the piece would be discarded 

a “chip”. 

Gerry O'Reilly found several 
pieces in his garden on Wildwood 
Street, not far from Maple 
Meadow Brook. 

Over on Wing Road, which is on 
the northeast side of Buck's Hill, 
the Sweet family has found a 
great many artifacts. Brothers 
Michael and Daniel Sweet found 
a hammer-ax head, which they 
showed to Capt. Neilson. They 
have found enough chips to fill an 
apothecary jar. They have devel- 
oped an “eye” for artifacts. Mrs. 
Sweet found an arrowhead on a 
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returned for his tools. 

Another Ancient artifact, which 
Capt. Neilson identified as a fish- 
ing spear, was found by the 
Lingenfelter family on Concord 
Street in 1966. It was taken to the 
archaeological museum at 
Phillips Andover, where it was 
dated from approximately 1000 
BC. 

Artifacts are classified into 
three periods, Ancient, Woodland 
and Late Woodland. 

The Ancient culture ended some 
time before the beginning of the 
Christian era, in the Old World. 

From then to a date of about 
1000 A.D. the culture of the 
natives has been called 
Woodland.

The Wilmington Cultural 
Council was first appointed by 
town government in 1980 and 
started receiving state funding 
in 1982. Over the years, the state 
funding has ranged from as little 
as $2,500 to as much as $6,000. 

“The Wilmington Cultural 
Council tries to spread the grant 
money to as many different 
groups with local ties. Our 
grants go to the library, senior 
citizens, the schools and the 
local artists,” said Jane Crane, 
Chair of the Wilmington Cultural 
Council. 

“It's difficult to spread the 
funds between the applicants. 
We do the most for what we 
think Wilmington wants. We love 
to have Wilmington people 
apply,” Crane said. 


Grant applications can be 
accessed via the MCC website at 
www.massculturalcouncil.org. 
Applications need to be submit- 
ted to the local council by 
January 15, 2008. 

“We are a non-profit and our 
mission is to support the arts. 
Everything we make goes back 
into the programs,” explained 
Crane. 

In today's high tech world, 
Crane finds it particularly 
important to make sure local 
youth is introduced to the arts. 

“The arts are the first thing to 
go in public schools, It's impor- 
tant for kids to be exposed to the 
arts and not just live in today's 
computer world,” said Crane. 
“In 2008, we're looking to provide 
fieldtrips for Shawsheen Tech 
students to visit the Museum of 


Fine Arts and also the Isabella 
Stewart Gardener Museum.” 

In past years, the council has 
also sponsored library passes, 
storytellers at the library, and 
musical groups when they've 
performed on the common. 
They've also supported musi- 
cians going into nursing homes 
to entertain the elderly. 

In addition to state funding for 
grants, the council also offers 
classes throughout the year. Past 
classes have included oil paint- 
ing and water color classes to 
name a few. The small fee for 
classes covers the cost for teach- 
ers. 

“Everything we do goes to the 
arts,” said Crane. “We've been 
incredibly fortunate that the 
town supports us by letting us 
use the old town hall building 


and they pay for the upkeep. It 
enables us to focus on giving 
back to the community.” 

Giving back takes many forms. 
Sometimes it's the satisfaction 
of knowing that the arts are 
enriching the community. 
Sometimes, it pays back in a 
more literal sense. 

“We recently had a teacher 
Patti Poirier who did an art 
show displaying the works from 
10 and 13 year-olds.

odors from the farm are exces- 
sive and potentially unhealthful. 
Many residents who have spoken 
with the Crier agree that the 
odors, at times, necessitates the 
cancellation of parties, yard 
work, and disrupts the general 
enjoyment of backyards - partic- 
ularly during, but not limited to, 
warm weather. 

The four-page report, with 
nineteen pages of enclosures, 
includes public health fact 
sheets, legal documentation 
from the mid 1970's, and 
excerpts from Massachusetts 
General Laws. 

“The ultimate goal is for the 
neighborhood and Krochmal 
Farm to co-exist in the Town,” 
the report states. 

The Board of Health, as report- 
ed in last week's Crier, has 
established a team consisting of 
local and state representatives 
from the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
(MDPH) Community Sanitation, 
MDPH Bureau of Environmental 
Health, MA Department of 
Agricultural Resources (DAR), 
and the State Veterinarian and 
Animal Inspectors. 

“The team has been asked to 
consult, inspect, investigate and 
provide guidance and recom- 
mendations regarding the peti- 
tion and testimonial concerns. In 
addition, the BOH's office has 


Environmental Health,” the 
report states, but points out that 
neither E.coli, nor forms of 
Hepatitis, may be contracted 
through “the inhalation of pig 
manure and pig odors.” 


odors, including the pig manure 
holding tank, the composting of 
the manure, and the spreading of 
the manure generated by normal 
operation of a farm. 

“Through this investigation, it 
has been brought to the attention 
of this department that there 
may be other contributing off- 
site odor sources,” which the 
report indicated may emanate 
from fertilizing fields or when 
BMC Composting Company, 
which is located on an adjacent 
property, turns its massive com- 
posting piles. 

The report promises that the 
aforementioned team “is com- 
mitted to ensure that the farm is 
operating under normal farm 
practices and in compliance 
with applicable farm operational 
procedures.” The team will 
investigate, make recommenda- 
tions, and seek “alternative 
methods and grants to continue 
to improve this operation. 
Announced and unannounced 
inspections by the various par- 
ties will also continue to take 
place. 

The team, of which there is no 
citizen or resident as a member, 
will manage the inspections, 
investigations, and make recom- 
mendations to the Board of 
Health, but without a deadline or 
timeline. 

“It's a start. I am somewhat 
happy that the State is involved,” 
Dave Powers, founder of 
‘TewksburyOdor.org said yester- 
day. “There really aren't any 
measurable solutions in (the 
report) however. This document, 
to me, seems to be sticking up 
for the farm.” 


regulations (in 1974), but not as 
to whether the piggery itself can 
be closed by current bylaws that 
prohibit piggeries. 

Confusion exists within’ the 
department's historical paper- 
work of the farm. A document 
dated July 23, 1982 denies a 
building permit to the farm's 
owner because “[pliggeries are 
expressly prohibited according 
to Section 4.6.H.16 of - the 
Tewksbury zoning bylaw.” Yet, 
almost exactly three years later 
a building permit for the same 
map and lot number was issued 
by the same building inspector 
for a 45' x 183' 'Farrowing house’ 
to “corrected a previous misun- 
derstanding.” 

Residents expressed concern 
about the disposal of pig manure 
in testimonials. The report 
describes three methods that the 
farm uses to manage swine 
feces. One, a holding tank, 
requires periodic emptying. In 
order to dispose of the fecal 
material, the farm may spread it 
onto fields as fertilizer and then 
plow it into the ground, a prac- 
tice only practical during: the 
non-growing seasons. The farm 
also composts manure on’ the 
site throughout the year. 

The report goes so far as to 
describe the feed requirements 
of the animals, noting that ‘part 
of the pigs' diet ineltdes 
“garbage” which is stored: and 
cooked in a “closed unit” for the 
purpose of preventing trichi- 
nosis, a now relatively rare 
worm infection caused by inges- 
tion of undercooked meat, typi- 
cally pork, but most cases ‘now 
are associated with wild game. 
Incidents of trichinosis declined 
after regulations prevented the 
feeding of raw garbage to hogs. 

As part of its investigation, the 
team will “look into” affects of

Giannattasio debate the fate of the Boston Celtics. 

CIMAGLIA: Mike, don't look now, but the Boston Celtics are 
relevant again.

So he trades his number one pick in the 2007 draft for an aging 
Ray Allen from a pitiful Seattle team and trades years worth of 
prospects to the even worse Timberwolves for Kevin Garnett, 
who didn't even want to come to Boston. That's not good gener- 
al managing, that's luck mixed with some desperation. 

GIANNATTASIO: Louie, I totally disagree with you here. 
Although the last few seasons have been pathetic for the Celtics, 
I would take it if they can now bring a championship to Boston. 
Ainge told everyone he was going to rebuild the team right when 
the Celtics ownership hired him, and although he expected the 
team he built to be a contender with the youth as they got older, 
he realized that this was not going to happen, so that’s why he 
made these big deals for Allen and Garnett. 

If Ainge came here with the thought of just trying to build a 
team to get in the playoffs, than he would not have been doing 
his job successfully. He always told people to be patient, and he 
always said that the Celtics would be contenders someday. How 
can you call getting Garnett a desperate move? It may very well 
go down as the best NBA trade in history.

Through the first three quar- 
ters you had the feeling that the 
Wilmington High Football team 
allowed Pentucket Regional to 
stay within striking distance 
instead of putting them away. 
But with 6:52 remaining in a 
tied game, the Wildcats strung 
together a five minute scoring 
drive to not only defeat the 
Sachems, but grab a share of 
the Cape Ann League title with 
the 17-10 victory held Friday 
night during the 50th anniver- 

sary of Alumni Stadium. 

Senior Ernie Mello scored his 
second touchdown of the game, 
and 27th of the season, on a 1- 
yard run up the gut with 1:58 
remaining which capped off a 
10-play, 64-yard drive. 
Pentucket did answer with two 
first downs and moved the ball 
to the Wildcat 34, but Kyle Lunt 
broke up a fourth down pass 
play, and Wilmington’s seniors 
celebrated with its ninth win in 
ten tries in their final home 
game of the season. 

Friday night’s game conclud- 
ed Wilmington’s Cape Ann 
League schedule. The Wildcats 


are now in a three-way tie for 
the top spot with Masconomet 
and North Andover, who all 
have one league loss. Those two 
teams will square off on 
Thanksgiving morning. If 
North Andover defeats Masco, 
Wilmington will advance to the 
Division 2A playoffs for the sec- 
ond time in four years. But if 
Masco defeats North Andover, 
the Chieftains will go because 
of the victory over Wilmington. 

Despite sharing the league 
title for the third time (as well 
as one solo title in 2004) since 
becoming coach at WHS, Bob 
Almeida downplayed the title 
after Friday night's win.

Groves comes 


through in the clutch

Whenever the team needed a 
big play he came through.

He began coaching on the 
WHS staff in 1955, and two 
years later, he was on the 
three-man staff that included 
legendary head coach Fred 
Bellissimo and Dick Keady. 
But, you realize the love that 
Ritchie must surely have for 
this team and the field that it 
s on when he relates just 
what his football job was in 
Wilmington from the very 
beginning. 

Ritchie remembers when 
Wilmington played Tewksbury 
twice a year in 1935. He 
remembers that season for a

good reason. 

"I was the waterboy for that 
team," he says with a smile. 
Ritchie then went on to coach 
the Wildcats, After Bellissimo 
retired, Ritchie took over as 
head coach and help to contin- 
ue the WHS tradition of excel- 
lence at Alumni Field. 

"I've only missed three 
Thanksgiving games,and that 
was during the war," says 
Ritchie. That war was World 
War Il. Ritchie has been 
around for a lot of Wilmington 
High School football tradition. 
Alumni Field and the players 
who took to it mean a lot to 
Ritchie and the former players 
who gathered around a green 
park bench in the endzone 
named for the late Bellissimo 
to honor the field and it's his- 
tory during a halftime ceremo- 
ny. 

In one of Bellissimo's final 
high notes, his Wildcats made 
history with a 32-0 thrashing of 
rival Tewksbury in 1976. It was 
Thanksgiving morning, and 
the Wildcats came up very big 
on a field that by now posed a 
distinct advantage for the 
home team. Bob Woods, the 
center on that Wilmington

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team, circled around 
Bellissimo's bench in the cold 
Friday night. 

"Jimmy (Stewart) and I 
started playing on this field as 
freshmen,and four years later 
we went to the Super Bowl,” 
remembers Woods. "Jimmy 
was the quarterback and I was 
the center. I remember that 
Thanksgiving game against 
Tewksbury. They were unde- 
feated and we had one loss. We 
won that game, 32-0 and went 
to the Super Bowl. That was 
the biggest game of my life on 
this field.” 

‘Town Moderator Jim Stewart 
tried to stay warm with some 
help from the moment that 
was sparked by all those 
Alumni Field memories. 

"That Tewksbury game...win- 
ner takes all and goes to the 
Super Bowl. After the game, 
all I could think of was the 
reaction of coach Bellissimo. 
It was a great moment for me 
and the whole team." 

Stewart's older brother Dan 
played with Wilmington teams 
that helped the school, and its‘ 
field, gain legendary status as 
the 1960's wound down. 

"I played in 1968 and 1969 
with Mike Esposito and Fred 
was our coach," said the elder 
Stewart as he took his place 
behind The Bench with former 
teammate and current WHS 
Director of Physical Education 
Ed Harrison. "My memories 
were of watching an all-ameri- 
can (Esposito) play here. I 
would like to see Esposito get a 
little more recognition for 
some of things that he did 
here. I'm sure that with Eddie 
Harrison here, that eventually 
that's going to happen." 

Esposito, who went on to a 
great career as a running back 
at Boston College and a stint 
in the NFL, helped to estab- 
lish the Wildcats as a subur- 
ban football powerhouse. 
Maybe one of the endzone's 
could be named after 'Espo', 
or the home side of the field 
No one with any sense of high 
school football history should 
forget about the quality of 
football that was featured on 
this field, and the players who 
contributed to that tradition, 
meant to Wilmington. No one 
gathered around Fred's bench 
in the cold was about to deny 
history and some very nice 
memories. 

Stewart, Wilmington's Fire 
Chief, learned a lot from his 
WHS football playing days. 
"Coach Bellissimo was just a 
tremendous influence on me 
to this day with the way that I 
handle my life," says Stewart. 
"When a problem comes up 
today, some of the things that 
Fred Bellissimo taught me 
back then help me to deal with 
it.

The Stewart name is still 
making Alumni Field history 
to this day. Jim's youngest son 
Stephen is a big contributor to 
a team that is still in the hunt 
for a postseason berth and a 
chance at adding some names 
to Wilmington High School's 
football legacy. 

John Ritchie has seen it all 
football-wise at Alumni Field. 
He really likes the results of 
the past several seasons, as 
WHS' head coach Bob Almeida 
and his teams have stamped 
Alumni Field and the Cape 
Ann League with their very 
own tradition of success. 

"We had a helluva lot of tal- 
ent in the 60's and 70's," said 
Ritchie right before Friday 
night's kickoff against 
Pentucket. "This is a good 
league for Wilmington. They 
match up pretty well with 
teams in this league. They just 
couldn't match up with the 
Billerica's and_Chelmsford's. 
But, we did alright while we 
were coaching here." 

Ritchie's ‘alright' helped the 
Wildcats instill that level of 
Wildcat football toughness 
that continues to this day 
under Almeida. Conference or 
league be damned. When the 
Wildcats take to Alumni Field, 
you can almost see Fred 
Bellissimo sitting and growl- 
ing with pride on his bench to 
the right of the endzone. 

Look closer, and you can see 


the players of that 1957 team 
standing behind that bench. 
The 1957 starting lineup for the 
Wilmington High School 
Wildcats as they made the 
move from Town Park to their 
new digs at Alumni Field. Paul 
Butt, Bill Johnson, Warren 
Cormier, Joe Casey, Hugh, 
McCormack, Harry Sawyer, 
Warren McFeeters, George 
Munroe, Billy Rooney, Neil 
McCormack and John Amaro. 

Jack Cushing, the son of the

BILLERICA — It was no 
secret coming in. It would be 
number 10, number 10, number 
10 and number 10, Throughout 
portions of the game, the 
Shawsheen Tech Rams defense 
held No. 10 in check, but then 
there were plays when he 
squirted through and made a 
small gain into a large gain. 
But when it was over, Nate 
Adames rushed for 228 yards 
and scored all four touchdowns 
to help lead the Greater 
Lawrence Reggies past the 
Rams, 27-19, to take the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Championship on a 
cold, windy Saturday afternoon 
at Cassidy Field.

But an incom- 
plete pass on fourth-and-five 
forced the Rams to turn the ball 
over on downs and allow the 
Reggies to take a knee and win 
the hard fought contest. 

“Great effort (by our guys),” 
said Rams coach Al Costabile. 
“I really thought the kids 
played a great second half. We 
found our passing game in the 
second half and put a lot of 
pressure on them with the pass- 
ing game. (Quarterback) Joe 
(Gore) really had a big, big 
second half. He showed a lot of 
guts, hanging in there under 
big time pressure. The 
receivers made some nice 
catches and they blocked well 
to give (Gore) time and protec- 
tion but we just needed a break. 
That's all we needed,” 

Greater Lawrence took advan- 
tage of two breaks, or miscues 
if you will by Shawsheen. With 
the game tied 19-19 just eight 
seconds into the fourth quarter, 
the Rams moved the ball over 
50 yards on a pass play but a 
penalty brought the ball back 
and eventually Shawsheen had 
to punt 

Then with less than six min- 
utes to go in the game, still tied, 
Shawsheen went three-and-out

and were forced to punt again 
from its own 14 yard line. The 
boot got caught in the wind and 
went just four yards. Two run- 
ning plays later, Adames scored 
the game winning touchdown 
on a 14 yard run going around 
the left end. 

“It was a tough situation on 
that call with the receiver 
being up on the line on the line 
scrimmage and us having to 
bring the ball back after a huge 
gain when we had all of the 
momentum,” said Costabile. 
“And it was a tough situation 
giving them the ball with just 
18 yards to go. When they had 
to earn it, when they had to go 
a long distance, they had a lot 
of trouble with that in the sec- 
ond half but we set them up 
pretty well there (on the game 
winning drive).” 

Adames scored the game's 
first touchdown on a 24 yard 
pass from Delossantos and the 
PAT kick was good for the 7-0 
lead.

but it was incomplete thus the 
Reggies had an 13-0 lead 
Shawsheen came right back 
converting on the ensuing 
drive. After Michael Allen 
returned the kickoff 54 yards to 
the Reggies 38, Chris Clark 
took the ball five times during 
the 7-play drive capping it off 
with a 1-yard run up the middle.

Neither team could anything 
going until Greater Lawrence 
took over after the short punt 
and Adames ended the game's 
scoring with his 14 yard touch- 
down run. 

“Oh he’s a good one,” said 
Costabile referring to Adames. 
“We had better luck in the sec- 
ond half against him. Great 
running backs always seem to 
get their yards sooner or later. 
He's a great back. He's got 
great balance, great accelera- 
tion and really outstanding at 
acceleration. It really doesn’t 
take him that long to get going. 
He's a great back. Sooner or 
later you're going to get your 
yards. You can stop them four 
or five times but they are going 
to get a crease and make a big 
play, and they did. They made 
some big plays.” 

Now out of the CAC title race, 
Shawsheen will face Greater 
Lowell on Thanksgiving morn- 
ing for its final regular season 
game. And there's a good 
chance that the Rams could 
still be alive for the Tech Bowl 
Championship. 

“We have to see how Putnam 
Tech out of Springfield (did on 
Saturday) because they are 
having a very good season but 
we're hoping we still have post 
season aspirations," said 
Costabile. 
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The Shawsheen Tech Football team lost a ashearthresling game on Saturday at home, as Greater

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Coffee House 


Area coffeehouses are upholding the fine New England 
based tradition of providing a place where people can find 
good music and a social atmosphere in a family friendly non- 
alcoholic environment. In the Middlesex East area several 
coffeehouses are surviving in local churches and social halls 
in Burlington, Reading and Wakefield. 

Beth Murray, coordinator of the Ivy Chord Coffeehouse, 
located in the Unitarian Universalist Church of Reading 
pretty much summed up the atmosphere of coffeehouses in 
general as she described how the Ivy Chord was established. 

“I'm a musician and I was looking to contribute something to the 
church that was musical in nature. I wanted something that would 


involve not only the church but 
the whole community as well.” 

In information on the Ivy 
Chord, provided by the Boston 
Area Coffeehouse Association, 
Murray stated, "We're not there 
to make money, or deal with a 
cast of thousands. We're just a 
friendly little church, and we 
want to extend that friendli- 
ness." 

Ken Meltz, coordinator of the 
Armagh Coffeehouse, located in 
St. Malachy's Church in 
Burlington brought the same 
concept to the conversation, He 
noted, “I think it (providing 
space for a coffeehouse) is a 
great thing for a church to do.” 

According to Meltz, the 1 
year old Armagh is “very fami- 
ly friendly.” The shows start at 
7:30 p.m. thus families with 
young children can come out for 
an early evening of fun and 
entertainment. 

As the sobriquet implies, cof- 
feehouses are non-alcoholic in 
nature. They serve a variety of 
soft drinks such as fruit juices, 


sodas and of course coffee. 
Many of the area coffeehouses 
also provide a tempting variety 
of homemade baked goods such 
as chocolate chip cookies, 
brownies and cakes, 

The big draw to the coffee- 
house of course is the entertain- 
ment. It is a wide range of 
music from traditional and con- 
temporary folk to bluegrass and 
even music from other coun- 
tries. 

Liz Freeman the coordinator 
at one of the area’s oldest cof- 
feehouses, The Linden Tree, 
located in the Unitarian 
Universalist Church in 
Wakefield, said, “We try to be 
eclectic in the variety of music. 
We can be contemporary or 
bluesy. 

“People who think they don’t 
like folk music should come 
down and check out our music.” 

A unique feature of the 
entertainment at the Linden 
Tree is the way they will pair 
performers. Freeman noted that

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themes in mind such as a blues 
night, Celtic night, humor night 
or even some off the wall pair- 
ings.

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The Linden Tree was estab- 
lished in 1985 by members of the 
church who wanted to have the 
historic facility used more 
often. As Freeman explained a 
lot of those people played 
instruments and over the years 
formed themselves into the 
Blunt Instruments, which is still 
the house band. 

According to Freeman, Bill 
Knott and Ed Britt were among 
the original founders. Britt has 
stayed connected to the coffee- 
house and has helped to build 
the sound system that is a draw 
to many performers. 

The Linden Tree season is 
the most extensive of the three 
in this area. They are open once 
a month from October through 
June. 

According to Freeman, 
except for a few groups she 
knows will be a big draw, such 
as last year’s performance by 
Old School Freight Train, thee 
performances are held in the 
basement of the Church located 
at 326 Main Street. According to 
Freeman, this allows for a less 
formal musical experience than 
a large hall does. The Armagh 
uses the parish hall at 99 
Bedford Street in Burlington. 

According to the website, 
www.saint- 
malachy.org/armagh.html, 
“The coffee house opens for 
only the brief few hours of a 
Saturday evening. Our parish 
hall atmosphere is transformed 
on that night into an intimate 
club-like ambience with tables, 
stage lights and a professional 
sound system.

LIONS LAMBS 


LIONS FOR LAMBS IS AN INSIGHTFUL movie that focuses on the idea that by just car- 
ng and making an effort a person can feel very empowered and make a difference. The 
ilm. however, sometimes seems more like a stage drama than a cinematic thriller. 


“LIONS FOR LAMBS” 
GRADE: ** 


"Lions for Lambs" is an 
insighttul and provocative 
political tale, but not without 
i!s problems 

Directed — by Robert 
Redford, this excessively 
talky film, made up mainly of 
two-person scenes set in 
olfices. is more like a stage 


drama than a cinematic 


thriller. 

As a Republican senator 
(Tom Cruise) in D.C, tries to 
convince a TV reporter 
(Meryl Streep) that a new 
strategy in Afghanistan will 
win back the public's confi- 
dence, a political science pro- 
fessor (Redford) in California 
promotes the idea of personal 
responsibility to a cynical 
student (Andrew Garfield) 

The narrative splits fur- 


ther to include a third, relat- 
ed story line involving two of 
the professor's former stu- 
dents (Michael Pefia and 
Derek Luke), now soldiers in 
Afghanistan. The 
Afghanistan segments con- 
tain far more action than the 
others, but plenty of talk as 
well 

This ‘talky’ presentation 
sometimes detracts from a 
message that encourages 
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young people to become 
involved in the political 
process instead of just hang- 
ing their heads in disgust or 
partying on. 

Just caring and making an 
effort can be empowering, 
the film tells us. It certainly 
beats apathy. 

This theme gets a workout 
in the Cruise-Streep scenes, 
which prove to be the most 
compelling in the film. In this 
first movie from his United 
Artists imprint, fledgling stu- 
dio executive Cruise has 
taken a role that suits him 
well. 

With his big grin and 
hyper-personable manner, 
Cruise always has seemed a 
bit like a politician. A politi- 
cian who firmly believes his 
message, just as his charac- 
ter does. 

"Lions for Lambs" shows 
no love for the current admin- 
istration, but it respects this 
senator for having the 
courage of his convictions. 
He maintains that conviction 
even though his reasoning is 
questioned at every turn by 
the TV reporter, a would-be 
idealist compromised by 
working for a network more 
interested in entertainment 
than great journalism. 

Streep hits all the right 
notes as the journalist, highly 
informed and skeptical but 
also visibly excited by the 
prospect of the scoop being 
promised by the rising-star 
senator. This character high- 
lights the difficulty of main- 
taining one's principles while 
being constricted by outside 
forces.

the perfect home 


Daydreaming can sometimes lead to the cre- 
ation of a new and better reality, and that’s espe- 
cially true when it comes to imagining your 
dream home. 


In midwinter, when the staff of Associated 


Designs invited readers to participate in the 
Home from the Heart survey, that’s what they 
had in mind. Readers from all over the United 
States accepted our invitation to tell us how they 


would configure ideal homes for their families. ":~ 


The ranch-style home was by far the most: 
popular this year, with more than 40% choosing: 
this style. For many years ranch and country- 
style homes ranked fairly evenly. 

Nearly 70% wanted an informal great room 


open to the kitchen. Formally defined spaces, ° 


such as fully enclosed living rooms and dining 
rooms, have clearly fallen out of favor. Only 7% 
requested this traditional arrangement of space. 
But about a quarter did ask for a combination of: 
formal spaces and great room. : 

Fully 90% chose the ground floor as the best 


location for the owners’ suite, and almost that 
many wanted it well away from other bedrooms. 
Close to two-thirds wanted a fireplace or wood- 
stove, front porch, rear deck or patio, and a utili- 
ty room adjacent to both the kitchen and garage. 

More than 60% preferred a one-story home, 
and about the same percentage opted for a base- 
ment. While only 26% asked for wheelchair ac- 
cessibility, almost half of those who attached 
letters expressed interest in this feature. Perhaps 
this is a reflection of the participants’ average 
age, which was 52. 

“In the past year, we have become more 
aware of the needs of both the elderly and hand: 
icapped, as my parents have lost most of their 
mobility,” noted one Oklahoma reader. “All 
areas of the home need to be wide enough to ac: 
commodate wheelchairs, walkers, and scooters! 

While a number of readers reported that they 
really enjoyed the process of daydreaming abou 
their ideal home, 80% noted that they actually 
planned to build one in the next 3-4 years,
